INDIA'S VENOMOUS SNAKES. 


Stings for Which no Cure is. 3 
Uuless it be by Jugglers-The Rapidity 
With Which Cobra’s Venom is pit 
fused in the Bleod.

We have in India,” said a gentle- 
man, much of whose early life was 
passed in Hindostan, 
are more venomous than are to be 
found in the Western hemisphere, or 
even in Africa. The most deadly ser- 
pent ia this country is, I suppose, the 
rattlesnake, but hundreds of persons 
have been bitten by it, and have re- 
covered. For the bite of the cobra 
in full vigor, however, there is no 
known cure. Immediately after the 
rainy season the cobra is in his worst 
form. He lies dormant while torrents 
of rain that seem like the renewal of 
the flood are deluging the earth, 
rarely coming out of the deep hole in 
which he finds shelter, and all that 
time the poison is accumulating, until 
the bag at the reot of the hollow fang 
is filled te bursting. The cobra has 
hut one poisonous fang, and when he 
is undisturbed and not angry this lies 
flat on the jaw: But the moment an 
enemy appears the aspect of the cobra 
chan He assumes an almost per- 
pendicular position, which is the only 
one from which he can strike. His 
tail is thrown into the form of a ring. 


AND ON THIS HE STANDS ERECT. 


His head is bent forward, and he 
makes a figure like that of an old- 
fashioned walking stick with a crook 
for a handle. A fleshy hood rises 
along the back of the neck, and ex- 
pands into a fanlike shape behind the 
head, while around his flashing little 
eyes appear bright yellow rings, look- 
ing like spectacles.. Seen thus, his 
tongue darting out and in, he is about 
as repugnant a creature as exists. 
When in a position for striking he can 
spring probably about ten feet; but 
he is easily killed. He never runs 
away, and though he will not move 
toward an enemy to get within spring- 
ing distance, if the intruder approach- 
es him he does not retreat, and it is 
only necessary to stand about twenty! 
feet away and hurl a stick at him. A 
slight blow will break his back, and 
he is then powerless. Probably the 
greatest experimenter upon snakes 
that ever lived was Dr Fayrer ot 

Calcutta. He was particularly inter 

ested in the discovery of a cure for 
the bite of a cobra, for the number of 
lives lost by this cause every year in 
India is increditie: After years of 
careful study, and after he had ex- 
hausted recipes sent to bim from all 
parts of the world, he declared that 
there was 

NO KNOWN REMEDY FOR THE BITE, 


and that a man impregnated with the 
ison of a vigorous cobra must die. 
es the course of his experiments he 
made a singular discovery, that the 
poison of one cobra could not kill an- 
other. A large cobra would destroy 
asmaller one, but only by lacerating 
it with its teeth, not by means of its 
venom. The chief food of the cobra 
is the frog. After the rainy season 
these creatures fill the air with a loud, 
steady croaking all night. Occasion- 
ally, however, a shrill shriek is heard 
above the ordinary noise, and the prac- 
ticed ear discerns the cry of the un- 
fortunate frog when a snake has seized 
it. Early one morning, by the Yoad- 
side, I found a cobra in the act of 
making his meal. He was slowly 
sucking the frog dewn his throat, tail 
first. I killed the snake, and released 
the frog, but for a long time he lay 
unable to move. Its eyes were bright, 
and its head was lively enough, but 
the rear part of its body seemed to be 
lyzed; the hind legs, which had 
n down the snake's throat, were 
helpless. Finally it contrived to drag 
itself away into the long grass.
